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RED CROSS COMMITTEES FIND 1000 SCOTT 
COUNTY FAMILIES IN NEED OF ASSISTANCE 


In this second installment of 
in­ 
formation on the status of the Scott 
County Red Cross relief work Mr. E. 
C. Brenton, chairman, outlines dra­ 
matically 
the 
situation 
at 
hand. 
Drouth does not appeal to us as 
a 
devastating flood or a tornado might. 
There is nothing dramatic about too 
much 
sunshine. 
Nevertheless, 
a 
mother and one child have died as a 
direct result of a drouth 
in 
Scott 
county. 
The answer is undernourish­ 
ment. 
They were too proud to ask 
for help.—Editorial Note. 
Out of 3200 farmers and farm la­ 
borers in the county, nearly half are 
either employed on the farm or do 
work on shares, owning no stock, no 
tools and oftentimes no chickens or 
even pigs for the family meat. 
The 
chickens in many cases have already 
been used for meat, the family pig; 
and cow has been disposed of, because | 
of the shortage of feed. 
Out of this number, the Red Cross j 
investigating 
committee 
considers! 
that there will be at least 1000 fami-j 
lies in Scott county who will he u n-1 
able to supply themselves with suf-; 
ficient food and clothing this winter.! 
Right now our County nurse. 
Miss 
Tillie Witt, reports -ame families us­ 
ing nothing but potatoes for food and 
claim to have been living on them for 
two or three weeks already. She finds 


many undernourished children among 
these families, because of lack of milk 
and proper food. 
This practice, she 
says, will be followed by bodily weak­ 
ness and make fit subjects for sick­ 
ness and disease. The County has in 
sufficient funds to compete with the 
situation. 
The Red Cross chapter 
is 
being 
called upon several times a day for 
assistance. 
Its funds have been ex­ 
hausted and it can supply assistance 
to only the sick. 
It has been helping 
others find work, but now since the 
crops are being harvested, 
employ­ 
ment is growing scarce. 
Cotton pick­ 
ing has had to pay as low as 75c a 
day due to the low' price 
for 
the 
product. 
Building and road construc­ 
tion programs 
are 
being 
pushed 
ahead but this provides work for only 
a very few. 
Many of these families 
are in need or will be in need of food 
and clothing before the winter sets in. 
For Scott county the drouth this 
year is far more disastrous than the 
ilood of 1927. The funds required for 
relief will be far in excess of what 
can be supplied locally, but we can 
not expect National assistance until 
we diligently try to help ourselves. 
While the situation is a real disaster 
to us, it is only a general news item 
to cur city friends. They can only be 
interested in our behalf as we ex­ 
haust our own efforts.

RED OIOSS COMMITTEES FIND IQOQ SCOTT 
COUNTY FAMILIES IN NEED OF ASSISTANCE 


In this second installment of 
in­ 
formation on the status of the Scott 
County Red Cross relief work Mr. E. 
C. Brenton, chairman, outlines dra­ 
matically 
the 
situation 
at 
hand. 
Drouth does not appeal to us as 
a 
devastating flood or a tornado might. 
There is nothing dramatic about too 
much 
sunshine. 
Nevertheless, 
a 
mother and one child have died as a 
direct result of a drouth 
in 
Scott 
county. The answer is undernourish­ 
ment. 
They were too proud to ask 
for help.—Editorial Note. 
Out of 3200 farmers and farm la­ 
borers in the county, nearly half arc 
either employed on the farm or do 
work on shares, owning no stock, no 
tools and oftentimes no chickens or 
even pigs for the family meat 
The 
chickens in many cases have already 
been used for meat, the family pig 
and cow has been disposed of, because 
of the shortage of feed. 
Out of this number, the Red Cross 
investigating 
committee 
considers 
that there will be at least 1000 fami­ 
lies in Scott county who will be un­ 
able to supply themselves with suf­ 
ficient food and clothing this winter. 
Right now our County nurse, 
Miss 
Tillie Witt, reports same families us­ 
ing nothing but potatoes for food and 
claim to have been living on them for 
two or three weeks already. She finds 


many undernourished children among 
these families, because of lack of milk; 
and proper food. 
This practice, she 
says, will be followed by bodily weak­ 
ness and make fit subjects for sick­ 
ness and disease. The County has in 
sufficient funds to compete with the 
situation. 
The Red Cross chapter 
is 
being 
called upon several times a day for 
assistance. 
Its funds have been ex­ 
hausted and it can supply assistance 
to only the sick. It has been helping 
others find work, but now since the 
crops are being harvested, 
employ­ 
ment is growing scarce. Cotton pick­ 
ing has had to pay as low as 75c a 
day due to the low price 
for 
the 
product. Building and road construc­ 
tion programs 
are 
being 
pushed 
ahead but this provides work for only 
a very few. 
Many of these families 
are in need or will be in need of food 
and clothing before the winter sets in. 
For Scott county the drouth this 
year is far more disastrous than the 
flood of 1927. The funds required for 
relief will be far in excess of what 
can be supplied locally, but we can 
not expect National assistance until 
we diligently try to help ourselves. 
While the situation is a real disaster 
to us, it is only a general news item 
to our city friends. They can only be 
interested in our behalf as we ex­ 
haust our own efforts.

So I am 
learning a new alphabet, a new lan­ 
guage, and old ways. 
Not that this 
country is so strange. 
It is so like 
Northwest Wisconsin in soils, trees, 
climate, crops—only the people are 
different, and 1 have even known such 
people in our northern cut over land 
But these people have not seen or 
known our tools, our machinery, oar 
ways of getting work done. 
So here 
on this 1500-acre unit of the Sovhes 
Farms, there are 80 men and 
250 
people of all ages. 
Women work in 
barns ar.d field beside the men, yet 


they are shorthanded. 
On 
another 
unit farm (Cuntja) Cincha, 
of 
487 
Hectares (2.47 acres to a hectare) 
about 1200 acres, they were threshing. 
Had hauled the bundles from 
field 
into a long, wide, but low barn. Then 
set a separator in the one driveway, 
ar»d put a lot of women to pitching 
the bundles up the top of the machine. 
Barn was criss-crossed with 
beams 
and braces. 
You may imagine the 
labor needed to bring the 
bundles 
from 50 or 60 feet. No stackers exist. 
The straw fell out the rear end, was 
loaded on wagons, by hand, 
hauled 
away and stacked by another group of 
about eight women. 
Men on wagons 
forked loads off the ground, and wom­ 
en pitched it from one to another up 
the slope to the top of stack or rick. 
The threshing rig is about as old 
style as the rest. Steam engine has a 
wooden belt pulley, single cylinder, 
no traction rig, so that 
they onuat 
haul (the engine) by horses. 
How 
many I dare not try to guess. 
No fences—all cattle are 
closely 
herded. 
Two men stay out with the 
herd day 
and 
night. 
Milk 
cows, 
yearlings and calves are in separate 
herds, so you see it means 12 people 
occupied. 
Women or girls herd the 
young things and hogs. 
Yes, they 
herd the hogs, though I intend 
to 
have fenced fields, if possible, for we 
are soon to have some hundreds of 
brood 
sows. 
I am 
supposed, 
or 
expected rather, to have from 5,000 
to 10,000 sows on my list of farms; | 
thus each farm must carry about 500 
to 1000 sows. 
Some job this is for a cold, damp 
climate. 
Besides that one must get 
the business organized along proper 
economic line? to make it pay.

people are Socialistic—Communistic if 
you like, but the State must, of neces­ 
sity. bo Capitalistic to enable it to 
have an economic life.

They are apparently very eas­ 
ily satisfied; use some meat in soups, 
but here are no steaks or roasts. 
We eat for 
morning 
black 
rye 
bread, cheese, gruel, hot milk and 
tea. 
For breakfast—at noon—soup 
(cabbage, or beet or what will you) 
—meat or fish, when we are lucky, 
apples or pears baked. 
At evening 
we have again bread, cheese, and tea. 
Not so wide a menu, but nourishing. 
Days are long even yet, for we are 
far north (1000 miles 
north, 
8,500 
miles east, some drive) and the twi­ 
lights of dawm and evening are long. 
The sun sets at about 6 o’clock, but 
it is long before dark. We are about 
16 degrees north of you—54 degrees 
North latitude. 40 degrees East 
of 
Greenwich, which is very near Lon­ 
don. 
The North star is high in the 
heavens, and the moon hardly riser 
above the treetops. 
No aurora 
as 
yet, but will show later, I fancy. Not 
so far from the 
Baltic 
sea. 
The 
Springs are late, summers are cool 
and killing frost comes sometimes in 
October, though a sheepskin coat is 
very comfortable, even now. 
Not a 
good cotton, or even a

corn 
country. 
Neither are there droughts 
for the North and Baltic seas keep 
the clouds full. 
The 
grass 
stays 
green through the brief summers, and 
the many peat bogs are afloat. Here, 
too, they cut the hay with scythes 
rake it and stask by hand, and haul

frozen so horses can cross the soft 
bogs.

The process of refining the two ele­ 
ments is about the same, the

operations being chrystallization and 
precipitation, and repetition of the 
process until only the radium or mes­ 
othorium remain. 
Mesothorium came into prominence 
during the World 
war 
after 
Dr. 
Schlundt, together with other chem­ 
ists called on by the government, dis­ 
covered that a luminous paint could 
as easily be made from mesothorium 
as radium. 
A plant for refining this 
element

established 
by

Schlundt at the University of

This year the refining of the radi­ 
um substitute is expected to approach 
the $75,000 mark, due in part to the 
fact that more of the ore is available.
